Education of Girls and Women (*) 

The Philippines are fortunate among countries of 
the East in the position occupied by women. In the 
social life of the country they have a place as influ- 
ential and respected ^ as that of the men. 

The woman's influence in the household, in the 
direction of household affairs, and in the business 
interests of the family is preponderant. Filipinos seem 
to regard the judgment ofjthe women as being cooler

and wiser, and it is ordinarily adopted. Women are 
engaged in all sorts of occupations; besides being 
venders and hucksters, they are shopkeepers and fre- 
quently commission merchants on a considerable scale. 
There are many women of wealth who hold property in- 
dependently and manage it themselves. This a con* 
dition which gives the Philippines a great advantage 
over other oriental countries. On the other hand, 
while the woman's influence is fully equal to that of 
the man in domestic and practical aff*Le, they have 
not enjoyed equal priveleges of education until recently. 
Lately a number of women have taken law courses 
in private schools of Manila, though I am informed 
that none have passed the bar examination. There are 
three women studenrs in the Philippine Medical School, 
Of 6,804 Filipino teachers, Insular and Municipal, re. 
gular and temporary , 2,1()8 are women. A considerable 
number of young women rill positioos in public offices. 
The Director of Civil Service states that during the 
last five ye»rs 1,37 1 young womea have entered civil 
service examination in English, of whom J69 passed 
a teacher's examination and lf>3 passed a clerical ex- 
amination. Since the organic tion of a modern tele- 
phone system in Manila, they have filled the positions 
of telephone girl?, and in the stores of Manila there 
is commencing to be an increasingly large number 
engaged as accountants, clerks and saleswomen. Girls 
do not, however, attend the public schools or any 
schools to the same degree hs do boys. The dispa- 
rity between the sexes in the primary schools is 137,974 
girls to 221,923 boys. In the Intermediate schools 
this difference is even greater. There were last year 2.89$ 
girls and 10.481 hoys in such schools, while in the 
secondary course, out of 1,324 students only 240 were 
young women. While there may always be a greater 
demand for highly trained men than for highly 
trained women, social improvement in the Philippine* 
depends upon an educated body of women no less 
than upon a simiUr body of men. 
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Hints in Teaching 

The delightful Portia in Shakespere 4 s ''Merchant 
of Venice' ' has said, "If to do were as eisy as to 
know what were good to do, chapels had been 
ohurohes, aod poor men's cottages princes 1 peaces," 
To know what to do and how to do a thing is indeed 
veay much easier than to practice it. Thus we may 
learn the "do's"' and <4 dontV in teaching yet they 
still will amount to nothing unless we learn to ha- 
bitually do the things we have learned that are 
j£ood to do. It is then, and then only, that we can 
enjoy delicious fruits of the seeds of our labor. 

I. Filipino children in general are prone to think 
that teachers are their enemies: that is, they (the tea- 
chers) always watch for their mistakes and delight 
in giving them low marks, and punishing them. No> 
it could not be so. The teacher must make the pu- 
pils feel and know that she (the teacher) is their 
iriend and helper; that she is ever ready to give her 
help. In this way she will surely gain the confi* 
dence of her pupils — one of her tools of suscess. 
There must be harmony between teachers and pupils* 

II. Show yourself [I shall consider the reader a 
teacher.] interested in your work. This will arouse 
your pupils' interest. Your subyect may not be of 
interest yet if the children see that you are enthu- 
siastic they will be aroused by its radiating rays and 
they too will be interested. A cold uninterested tea- 
cher chills the warm young hearts of her pupils. 

Ill Never appear before your class with a sad 
or frowning complexion. Remember that yon are the 
barrometer of your class. Always look pleasent, sunny 
.and helpful. The children will feel at ease; they can 



exercise their minds better aod a more satisfactory 
result will be obtained. Get rid of scoldings if y<ra 
can help because they mar the beauty of your face 
and have a negative effect upon your nerves, and 
upon those of your pupils. Besides scoldings dim 
the sunshine of harmony in your class. Mefca tfae 
school room a nest of happiness, not of mi eery. 

IV. Yow schould always be just and impartial 
in your dealings with the individual pupiL Favori- 
tism must not exist. 

Always mean what yon say, say what yo* 
mean, and do what you say. Kequire pupils to 
always obey your instructions. 

V. Always prepare the lesson you are to 
teach before attempting to teach it, no matter bow 
well you know the lesson; and prepare tbe questions 
beforehand so as to avoid hesitations in asking questions 
before the class. Do not confine yourself to the text- 
book, but you must bring in all kinds of informations 
which will make the lesson more interesting and 
profitable, 

VI Except in a few cases, don't keep children 
at recess or after schools. If you are obliged to keep 
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tiim at re<«88 allow him five minutee at least to leave 
the room before reoess closes. 

Be with the children at recess. Converse with them. 
Make them exercise their seat tired limbs. Make them 
play and you may play with them if they so ask you. 
You must show yourself interested in their welfare 
See that they do not break school rules, as by smoking 
gambling or writing on tbe walls of the building, etc. 
Besides all these, recess is a field where you can best 
see and study the character of every child; and in 
^ducHing him morally you will know what you are 
to do. 

VII. Teach cleanliness in dress, in teeth, mouth, 
face, hands — in body; teach cleanliness and cajefulaess 
ia books and neatness in att work. # Books should be 
oovered; no pencil nor papers should be placed in th« 
book. 

Teach politeness and morals by precept and by exam 
.pie. Leid thetn to love the true and the beautiful bu l 
make them hate what are not. 

IX. Remember that you are the example of your 
pupils. They imitate and assimilate you habits. Be 
oareful then that you should be neat and clean and 
orderly in person and unimpeachable in character, 
Never be late. 

X. Oblige the children to put all their things 
in the desk except the book they use in thfct parti- 
cular period. 

XI. Do not begin the recitation until every mouth 
is quiet. If a pupil talks, or, in any way, disturbt 
the order of the clafcs, stop— don't continue or attemp,

Select 
short easy pieces in poetry and in prose for them to 
memorize, teach some catchy songs and some funny 
pantomines. You will fiud the children ready and 
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willing to take part in the program. They want their 
names to be written in the program and take pride 
in it. You may extend the invitation to ohildren'8 
parents. What are the benefits, of this? Two-fold: The 
love of study is stimulated in the pupils and interest 
and satisfaction from the fathers and mothers.
